> GIRLS. 


WAITRESSES’ COURSE IN THE 
‘OLOGIES.” 


One of the most unusual groups 
of students ever received at any school 
is comiposed, says the Central, News 
Philahelphia correspondent of eighty- 
three women now undertaking 3 ten 
weeks’ course of studies at Bryn 
Mawr College. 

They include telephone operators, 
waitresses, cigar rollers, soapmekers, 
workers in almost every trade who 
have left their labours behind and 
are devoting their minds and their 
muscles ta the books and the sports 
that form a part of higher education. 


TRAINING LEADERS. 

The experiment at Bryn Mawr is 
without precedent in America. The 
aim of the new school is to train 
young women who have shown mark- 
ed character and ability along broad 
and constructive lines so that they 
may become leaders ‘and even trainers 
of others. 

Seven of the telephone operators 
at Bryn Mawr come from exchanges 
that “range from Massachusetts to 
California. “A waitress from Bafale 
is one of the ten young women where 
names ate listed under “advanced 
students.”

During 
the last few weeks he h been taking 
a daily walk through the: x eer 
The Socialist: press denow hint 
again and again. aheuene the 
Minister of Jestice declared officially 
that Von Jagow was seriously ill, and 
that the warrant for his arrest had 
been suspended against a bill of 
500,000 marks. But Von Jagow at 
once replied in a letter to the Conser- 
vative press. “I have not beea ila 
single day sin¢e March, 1920.” ’ 

This piece of audacity led to 
interpellation brought in by all 
except the Conservative parties 
The Minister of Justice replied that 
Von Jagow must have told an uatruth 
at one time, for when he was charged 
with high treason both he and 
counsel for the defence produced 
medical certificetes stating that he 
was too ill to bear arrest and .deten- 
tion. The warrant was suspended 
because af these certificates, and if he 
now declared he was in good health 
be was mocking the law and under- 
mining the authority of the State. 

While all the insurgent Communists

The weather was appropriately 
fine, and when the Royal party lef 
Westuunster pier there was a great 
seene of enthusiasm, crowds lining 
Westminster Bridge and the corner 
of Bridge stree:. 

Driving trom Buckingham Patace, 
the King, the Queen, Princess. Mary, 
and the Duke of York, with their 
suite, arrived at Westminster at 210. 
They were received at the pier, which 
was tastefully decorated wish flags: 
and bunting, by the Home Secretary, | 
Viscount Devonport, and Lord 
Ritchie. As their Majesties descended 
the steps to the pier, L.C.C. school } 
children sang the Natiooal Anthem. : 
Their Majesties embarked on the} 
“ Wargrave,” which steamed slowly 
into wnid-stream amidst tumultuous ; 
cheering from the crowds lining the, 
Embankment, 

The centre arch of Charing Cross 
Bridge, under which the steamer 
passed, was gaily decorated with 
flags, and the motor launches which 
are moored opposite the Terrace of 
the House of Commons were trimmed 
rainbow fashion. Their Majesties 
transhipped below London Bridge to 
the " Rover,” and as they passed the 
Tower a salute was fired by the guas 
there.

LEGAL, PROBLEM AT LIVERPOOL. 


The House of Lords ruled that the 
captain .of u tug is rot a workman 
within the meaning of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act. and that 
his relative cannot recover compensa- 
tion in the event of his death by ac- 
cident. At the Liverpool County 


! Court. his Honour Jr.dge Thomes was 


presented with @ problem as to 
whether the chief engineer of a ship 
comes within the purview of the Act 
and whether o claim for compensa- 
tion can arise. 

The applicants were the widow and 
three young children of Wiliam 
Williams, of Gwespyr, North Wales, 
who was chief engineer of the steam- 
ship ‘Vanadis,” of Liverpool (Messrs. 
S, William Coe and Co., Tower- duild- 
ing). On the 10th of July last year, 


\ while the ship was in dock at Swansea, 


Willian disappeared while on duty, 
and five days later his body was four 
in the dock, He was in receipt of 
weekly wages of £6 5s. The owners 
raised the defence that Williams was 
not a workman to wham the Act 
applies. ns be was in receipt of more 
than isa year, not earned by manu- 
al labout. 

Mr. Newman. for the applicants, 
stated that although he was deseribed 
ax chief engineer, the vessel. was @ 
small tramp of 159 tons, carrying two 
engineers and one fireman. It was 
necessary iti the courve of things that 
Williams should have to perform 8 
good deal of manual work on the ship, 
‘and he submitted that this part of 
hig duties brought him within the 
scope of the Act. Counsel called 
evidence to show that the deceased 
had to execute all the running re- 
pairs while ut sea, and was responsible 
wholly for’ the lubrication of the 
engines, 

Mr. Gething. for the owners, argued 
that evenif Williams did some manual 
work it was perfectly clear that the 
substantial portion of his work was 
of a supervisory nature, concerned 
with: the oversight of the engines, 
and as hjs wagea were more than 
£250 a year the claim could not stand. 
_ Judge Thomas reserved his decision.
